reduction 
is proposed

When Wayne County officials 
last week denied a city council 
request to reduce the speed 
limit near Romulus Senior 
High School, councilniembers 
decided to take a new approach 
to their concern 

Earlier this fall, coun- 
cilmembers asked the county 
to reduce the speed limit in 
front of the school at Wayne 
Road from 45 to 25 mph. The 
request was denied. 

County officials said they 
only approve reduced speed 
limits in front of elementary 
schools. 

So Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry took the county’s 
advice. 

Raspberry proposed asking 
the county to reduce the speed 
limit in front of Cory 
Elementary School. Cory is one 
mile north of the high school on 
Wayne Road. 

“I'm trying to find out if the 
county really means what they 
say,” Raspberry said. 

The councilman said another 
rejection will cast doubt on the 
excuse given for the first denial. 

If the speed limit reduction is 
approved, Raspberry said he 
believes it will make that sec- 
tion of Wayne safer for Cory 
and high school students. 

On the suggestion of Mayor 
Beverly McAnally, the request 
also will address the Romulus 
School Board. 

The request will suggest that 
the south driveway to the high 
school be used only for incom- 
ing traffic. 

The north driveway would 
allow two-way traffic. That 
system would reduce traffic 
confusion. McAnally said. 


Councilmember Ellis Pen- 
nington, author of the first re- 
quest, said students often pull 
out of the high school driveway 
and cut across the street to 
McDonald’s restaurant. Pen- 
nington desribed the area as 
high risk for accidents. 



City debates 
cost to save 
old school

Most members of city council agree Romulus needs a recrea- 
tion facility, but they are split on the idea of using the old South 
Middle School building to meet that need. 

The building once was used as the first Romulus high school* It 
was closed last June shortly after district officials learned the 
boiler contained asbestos, a suspected cancer-causing agent. 
After two public meetings, district officials announced plans to 
demolish the building* 

City councilmembers were brought into the picture last month 
when a group of citizens approached them with a petition to save 
the old school. They suggested the building be used as a recrea- 
tion facility and urged council to accept a district offer to sell the 
building for $1. 

Ultimately, council members agreed to stage a joint meeting 
with school board members to discuss options for the building. 

During a regular city council meeting Nov. 14, officials ex- 
pressed concern over the high costs of saving the building* 

Mayor Beverly McAnally said an assessment of the school 
several years ago indicated a building rehabilitation would cost 
$2 million. That figure does not include the cost of revamping the 
building for a specific use or the ongoing cost of maintenance, 
McAnally said. 

“We can't only consider what it costs to rehabilitate it. * .There's 
a large ongoing cost should we take the offer for a dollar* I don't 
think 1 mills or 2 mills are going to do it," she said* 

McAnally suggested testing the waters before accepting any 
financial responsibility for the school. One possibility would be a 
ballot issue, asking residents whether they would pay the millage 
hike required to revamp the building. 

Speaking in favor of utilizing the school was Councilman Ellis 
Pennington. 

“Somewhere along the line this city is going to have to furnish a 
recreation center for the youth of this city." 

Pennington said the old school is basically sound Saving it 
would cost the city less money than constructing a new facility, he 
said. 

“I can think of so many uses- programs that would benefit this 
city as a whole," 

Councilman Jimmie Raspberry, however, said the idea of pro- 
viding recreation is not the question. 

Because the school district abandoned the building, Raspberry 
said he is concerned that it may not be suitable for a recreation 
center* 

“The school district that's getting approximately 60 cents of 
every (tax) dollar... they made the decision years ago that this 
school is not fit for school kids,” he said, 

“You're taking the burden of the school and putting it on our 
back/' he added. 

“There's sentimental value to that building, but let's be realis- 
tic/' said Councilman Noah Bergeron. 

Bergeron said the $1 offer indicates school officials see the 
building as a burden. 

Councilmember William Wadsworth pointed out councilmem- 
bers indicated they were not interested in the school earlier this 
year when he attended district hearings on the subject. 


Gear accepts new post

Randolph Gear did not count 
on becoming mayor pro tern 
when he decided to seek 
another term on Romulus City 
Council, 

Now that he is in that role, 
however, Gear said he is an- 
xious to grow into the Lead- 
ership position. 

In Romulus elections, the 
city council candidate who re- 
ceives the highest number of 
votes becomes mayor pro tem, 
a “substitute mayor*" The 
position also involves acting as 
chairperson during council 
meetings. 

Gear placed in the top spot 
two weeks ago when he re- 



ceived 2,333 votes out of an 
election day total of 4,292. l4 It 
was a big surprise. All I wanted 


to do was remain on council," 
he said. 

Gear, who was raised in 
Romulus, decided to pursue 
city politics two years ago. 

“I wanted to act for the every 
day man on the street." 

The political arena was a 
sharp contrast to Gear’s career 
as an art teacher. He is em- 
ployed in a Detroit middle 
school and also works with 
adults in a Dearborn night 
school program. 

“It (city council) was a com- 
pletely different world for 
me/' he said. 

What did prove useful to 
Gear were his experiences as a 
sergeant in the United States

: The ever-maddening myths 
nbout teens, the problems they 
face and how' society can deal 
with those problems were the 
focus of a public forum recent- 
ly in Wayne County. 

A group of educators, coun- 
selors and social workers met 
Nov, 9 to discuss how a growing 
problem facing teens can be 
Solved. 

; The event, hosted by the Out 
JVayne County Council on Child 
j\buse and Neglect, was staged 
at the Wayne County In- 
termediate School District 
office in Wayne. 

! Teens today are faced with 
two major problems, accord- 
ing to keynote speaker. Dr. 
Eobnelia Porter of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, 
z feens do not know who they 
are or what they are supposed 
to do in our society, Porter 
said. In other words, they lack 
identity and a role, she said. 

“We don't know what to do 
about adolescents because we 
don’t know what to think about 
them/* she said. 

Further, Porter said, myths 
continue to circulate about the 
eenage years; 4 ‘These are the 
est years of your life. Now is 
the time to sow your wild oats. 
Teenagers are getting ready 
for life” 

Adolescence is a stage of life, 
not a waiting period. Porter 
said. Teens find themselves in 
a very frightening, different 
world than their parents ex- 
perienced, she said. 

“Teens live in a world today 
we know little about/* Porter 
said. 

She suggests parents work to 
understand their children's 
world and the reasons behind 
their problems. If teens do 
come to the parents asking for 
advice, they need more than 
pat answers, Porter said. 

Two other speakers discus- 
sed existing programs formed 
to address the problems of teen 
pregnancy. 

- Kathy Edgar explained the 
teenage Parent Alternative 
school program offered to 
Downriver communities.

Residents urged to prepare for winter

Winter Awareness Week, 
Nov* 26 through Dec. 2, is a 
time for education and prepa- 
ration, said Margaret LeDue, 
Romulus Coordinator for 
Emergency Preparedness. 

‘‘It’s a time to make yourself 
aware winter is coming on, to 
know what to do and to prepare 
yourself/" she said. 

Although awareness week is 


a state event, designated by 
Gov. James Blanchard, LeDuc 
is working to spread the word 
about winter safety on a local 
level. 

Winter hazards include snow 
and ice on roads, skin overex- 
posed to the cold, overexertion 
from snow shoveling and isola- 
tion in homes, LeDuc said. 

She suggested people stock 
up their cupboards with canned 
and dried foods, flashlights, 
candles, battery-operated 


radios, prescription medicine, 
extra blankets, heavy clothing, 
powdered milk and baby food. 

"It's just those kind of things 
you can always use, but in the 
bad weather you may not want 
to go out and get them/" 
People also should prepare 
for the aftereffects of a bad 
winter storm, LeDuc said, 

11 People might now, espe- 
cially older people, want to line 
up people to shovel their 
walks/* 


LeDuc suggested people ask 
a neighbor or newspaper car- 
rier for help. After a heavy 
snowfall, there is a risk of being 
trapped in the home for seniors 
or disabled people, she said. 

In Romulus, the senior cen- 
ter offers a telephone reassur- 
ance service. Volunteers call 
seniors Monday through Fri- 
day to make sure they are fine. 

* + Now, people might want 
their elderly moms and dads on 
the line/* LeDuc said. 


The senior center also offers 
food delivery service. For 
more information about any of 
the services available to 
seniors, call 942-6852* 

LeDuc also suggested pre- 
paring for winter weather by 
monitoring local AM radio sta- 
tions. The stations usually 
supply regular reports about 
road and weather conditions 
along with school closings. 

Local road reports also may 
appear on the city cable.

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New solid-waste plan reviewed

After several months 11 on the 
back burner," the revised up- 
date of the proposed five-year 
Wayne County Solid Waste 
Management Plan is slated for 
a public hearing early next 
month. 

The plan, which must be 
approved by the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners, 
Wayne County Executive Ed- 
ward McNamara, two-thirds of 
the communities involved and 
the state Department of Natu- 
ral Resources, could be im- 
plemented as early as Febru- 
ary of 1990, if no major roadb- 
locks occur. 

The Wayne County Solid 
Waste Implementation Com- 
mittee, chaired by County 
Commissioner Milton Mack, 
will stage a public hearing on 
the updated plan at 7 p.m. Dec. 
5 in the Wayne County In- 
termediate School District 
Annex Auditorium, 5454 S* 
Venoy St., Wayne, 

James Murray, WayneCoun- 
ty Department of Public Works 
director, brought the updated 
plan to the Nov, 17 meeting of 
the Conference of Western 
Wayne. 

Murray said the plan calls 
for a heavy emphasis on re- 
cycling, reducing and reusing 
solid waste. The goal of the 
plan is that nothing will go to a 
landfill unless it cannot be 
recycled, reduced or reused, 


he said. Although the estab- 
lished goal is to reduce waste 
by 75 percent, some variations 
are included in the five options. 

Options which are available 
to communities in the plan are: 

• Recycling/composting 
with the implementation of 
curbside pickups, with a goal of 
40 percent reduction; 

• Waste-to-energy incinera- 
tion, with recycling and com- 
posting encouraged; 

• Hosting a landfill, which 
would exempt the community 
from the 75 percent reduction 
requirement; 

• Utilization of existing land- 
fills and incinerators, and 

• Exportation of wastes out- 
side of Wayne County. 

The stated objectives of the 
county plan are to minimize 
waste generation and to de- 
velop reuse, reyeling, compost- 
ing and waste-to-energy facil- 
ity and to provide landfill 
capacity to the year 2000. The 
county objectives also are to 
work toward the enactment of 
laws and regulations to support 
the goals, and to ensure en- 
forcement of aU pertinent laws 
and regulations. 

M urray told the Conference of 
Western Wayne membership 
that the county is expected to 
generate 159 million cubic yards 
of wastes in the next 10 to 11 
years. To accommodate the 
predicted waste generated, two 
or three more landfills must be 
sited, in addition to the proposed 
expansion of the Riverview 


landfill and the proposed Sauk 
Trail Landfill in Canton 
Township. 

At present, Murray said, the 
county will not site any new 
landfills without agreement 
from the host community. 
However, he said, there is only 
a short "window of time” that 
communities can negotiate 
with landfill operators before 


the solid waste crisis will force 
sitings. 

Murray said, if the county 
fails to site a landfill to serve the 
needs of the area, the state De- 
partment of Natural Resources 
will site one. At this time, he 
continued, the county executive 
w r iil not forgo his rights and 
allow the state to site a landfill.

Positive Rec- 
ognition, is designed to help 
students believe in themselves 
by helping them become better 
students. 

A Partnership for Education 
project, the program teams 
school staff members with 
several local businesses. 

“My motive is that 1 have a 
business here, and I draw from 
the community,” Lopez said of 
his reasons for becoming in- 
volved. 

Lopez said he has noticed 
that some people applying for 
jobs have poor reading and 
writing skills. As an employer, 
Lopez said he has a vested in- 
terest in the quality of students 
in the area. 

Program coordinators hope 
they can help Lopez and others 
find the quality workers they 
need. 

Coordinators will target stu- 
dents experiencing difficulty 
with grades, behavior or both 
These students are classified 
as high-risk - those most likely 
to drop out of school when they 
reach the age of 16. 

“We needed something in 
place for students who are not 
having success,” said Linda 
Rradfield, a counselor active in 
organizing the program. The 
need for a program is evident. 
Rradfield estimated that 
approximately one third of the 
school population can be consi- 
dered high risk. 

Goals are to reduce 
absenteeism and referrals for 
poor behavior and to improve 
academic performances, she 
said 

Coordinators hope to help 
students achieve these goals in 
a number of ways. Rradfield 
said. 

Student will be grouped and 
those showing the most im- 
provement will receive incen- 
tive prizes, she said. 

Also, assemblies will be 
staged at the end of each mark- 
ing period to honor students, 
who improved their grade 
point average, Bradfield said. 

Students also will be honored 
on an individual basis. 

Another component of the 
program will bring counselors 
and the students together in 
special sessions to help those 
students build their self- 
images. 

As for the people like Lopez, 
they will talk to students about 
life in the working world, en- 
couraging the students to do 
better in school.

message, we can only conclude 
that his veto of the entire 
budget was a gross overreac- 
tion,” Blackwell said 
The commission members 


have approved a new budget* 
which Blackwell said is com- 
pletely different and based on 
further review' and analysis by 
commissioners. The new 


budget is awaiting McNamar- 
a's approval. 

The original budget totalled 
$1.3 billion, including general 
fund expenditures of $274 mil- 
lion . 

McNamara said Nov. 9 that 
he was vetoing the entire 
budget because commission- 
ers made inaccurate revenue 
projections, mostly expected to 
come from drug forfeiture and 
interest from savings 
accounts. 

He called the budget "irres- 
ponsible'’ and “illegal* 1 and 
charged that it invited an in- 
crease in the county debt, 

Blackwell disagreed, saying 


the veto show's a conflict be- 
tween the executive and leg- 
islative branches of county 
government, 

“It appears that the Wayne 
County executive perceives the 
issue to be a question of the 
roles to be played by the execu- 
tive and legislative branches of 
county government* 11 Black- 
well said “It appears* through 
his veto of the entire Nov. 2 
budget, that the executive 
questions the ability of the 
commission to carry out its 
oversight responsibility over 
his actions and decisions, and 
to be a co-equal branch of coun- 
ty government.” 

Blackwell questioned why 
McNamara would veto the en- 


tire budget when he has the au- 
thority to veto individual 
items. According to Blackwell* 
80 percent of McNamara's ori- 
ginal requests were in the 
budget* 

But McNamara's criticisms 
of the budget involved the over- 
all revenue projections rather 
than the wisdom of individual 

items. 

Some of the proposed spend- 
ing increases include $123*000 
to come from drug forfeiture 
money for an increased legal 
staff in the prosecutor's office* 
The commission also proposes 
to computerize the county 
clerk s office with funding 
from a special license and per- 
mit surcharge.

Our 
local Chamber pays dues to the 
State Chamber. It appears to 
me that the State Chamber of 
Commerce is no more than an 
organization consisting of eigh- 
ty-eight board members who 
get state wide coverage on im- 
portant issues simply by using 
the name State in front of 
CHamber of Commerce. It also 
is misleading the public, many 
of whom think that they repre- 
sent all local chambers and loc- 
al businesses.

Here’s what 

friends 

are really for 

Elizabeth Taylor flashes her gorgeous smile and Mal- 
eomb Forbes hands her a check for $1 million for AIDS 
research. Dionne Warwick donates the profits from the 
famous That's What Friends Are For song to the same 
cause. Across the country, celebrities have joined together 
in fundraisers and public-awareness campaigns to help 
control an epidemic which claims 20,000 lives each year. 

What about the epidemic addiction which claims 350,000 
victims annually? Why doesn't it merit the same attention, 
publicity and attempts at public education? Perhaps be- 
cause too many of those most effective at soliciting funds 
. are addicted themselves. 

Chances are, at least one of these addicts is committing 
suicide in front of you.. .and you are letting it happen. 

These same individuals may be killing your child, your 
elderly relatives and perhaps, you. And, if you are typical, 
you are doing nothing to protect yourself, your family or 
your friends. 

Most of the country is stunned to learn that 20,000 people 
will die of AIDS this year and feel compelled to do whatev- 
er necessary to protect themselves and others from the 
horrible consequences of this terminal illness. 

While those efforts are admirable and deserve nothing 
less than our praise and support, we wonder when that kind 
of attention will be paid to the addiction which is killing 
more than 350,000 Americans every year. Among those 
350,000, at least 5,000 are. like some AIDS patients, inno- 
cent bystanders and children who have done nothing to 
contribute to the contamination of their systems by a sure- 
fire killer. This mass murderer continues throughout our 
society, nearly unchecked in the path of destruction of 
human life it cuts through all stratas of our culture. 

Last week, the American Cancer Society attempted to 
call your attention to the danger. This group has been 
warning Americans for years of the peril in which we are 
all placed by smokers. The Great American Smokeout is 
an effort to encourage all smokers to quit the addiction for 
j just 24 hours in an attempt to demonstrate to them that 
they do have the ability to control their compulsive be- 
havior and curtail a habit which will , inevitably and incon-. 
trovertably , kill them. Response to the efforts of the smoke 
out this year were reportedly nominal, at best. 

Had it been an AIDS benefit, such as the one scheduled at 
the Fox Theatre this week, featuring Miss Warwick and 
other celebrities, would response have been greater? 
Perhaps, but the real issue is that the attention paid to the 
epidemic addiction to nicotine in this country is inferior. 
The education provided young people regarding the harm- 
ful effects of smoking is not nearly adequate and the clinic- 
al help to stop smoking not nearly readily enough avail- 
able. 

Why is it acceptable for parents to contaminate the lungs 
of their children from infancy with their cigarette smoke 
throughout their home. Were they abusing the child with 
an addiction to cocaine, public attention would demand 
punishment for such a disregard of the welfare of the child. 
Why is the addiction to a proven killer such as cigarette 
smoke acceptable? It should not be. 

The controversy over allowing AIDS victims in the work- 
place is almost ludicrous compared to the threat posed by 
smokers. While the chance of being contaminated with the 
AIDS virus may exist, there is no doubt that smokers are 
more of a threat to the health of co-workers. The fear with 
which parents react to the imminent enrollment of an 
AIDS-stricken child at school seems incongruous when 
! they allow smoking in their homes. 

Miss Warwick does have the right idea. When next you 
hear That’s What Friends Are For, think about the statis- 
tics. Think about the 5,000 innocents who will die this year 
: as a direct result of ancillary cigarette smoke. Think of the 
345,000 others who will die as a direct result of smoking. 
Compared to 20,000 who may die of AIDS, it appears that a 
real friend would do whatever it takes to help smokers 
curtail their addiction. 

There is no hope for those who have AIDS, but a friend 
could save the life of a smoker.

Belleville cook 
praised for her 
organized kitchen 


2 cups light cream 
5 egg yolks, from large eggs 

2 tablespoons sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 

3 tablespoons Frangelico 


In a bowl, combine 2/3 cup 
of the cream with the egg 
yolks and mix well. Mix the 
remaining 11/3 cups of cream 
with the sugar and vanilla in a 
saucepan. Cook this mixture 
over medium heat for five 
minutes. Remove the pan 
from the heat and slowly add 
the yolk mixture to it. Return 
the pan to low heat and cook, 
stirring constantly, until the 
sauce thickens enough to coat 
the back of a spoon. Do not 
boil or the egg yolks will 
curdle. Cooking can take up to 
30 minutes. The end result 
should be a lovely, silky sauce, 
about the consistency of heavy 
cream. Add the Frangelico to 
the sauce and keep it warm 
while you make the souffle. 


Souffle: 

1 tablespoon unsalted butter 

1 1/2 cups plus 2 Tablespoons 
sugar 

2 cups pecans, chopped into 
1/4-inch pieces 

4 tablespoons water 
2 large eggs 

1 egg yolk, from a large egg 
1/2 cup flour 

2 cups milk 

2 to 4 tablespoons dark rum 
12 egg whites, from large eggs 

Preheat oven to 425 degrees.

Pecan Souffle with 
Frangelico Sauce

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Simply put, Mildred Keelan is an 
organizer. 

In fact, the Belleville resident is 
much more likely to boast of her abil- 
ity to plan a meal than her culinary 
talents, despite praises from her friends 
and family. 

Keelan discussed the arl of orga- 
nization last week as she finished up a 
batch of chocolate chip cookies for her 
children, appearing more comfort- 
able in the kitchen than she will 
admit. 

Most of Keelan’s practice arrang- 
ing large meals comes from her 
efforts for the First United Methodist 
Church in Belleville. Keelan has 
helped plan numerous bazaar lun- 
cheons. mother/daughter banquets 
and a ham harvest. 

The planning process simply in- 
volves deciding what to serve, how 
much food is needed and making the 
necessary purchases, she said, down- 
playing how much work that really is. 

Still some of these church events 
call for a touch of creativity. So it’s 
not all that simple. Talent needs to be 
employed. 

For instance, an upcoming event 
will feature homemade soup, right 
down to the bones, she said. 

Several of the organizers already 
are out there looking for the appropri- 
ate ingredients. 

Regardless of what meal she is 
serving, Keelan said advance prepa- 
ration is crucial. She recommended 
beginning at least one week ahead of 
time. 

“So you can get your things and 
your help together," she explained. 

Take Thanksgiving as an example. 
This holiday is the only one where 
food takes the spotlight. (Football is a 
close second though.) Therefore, 
Keelan already has started preparing 
for this all-important family meal. 
(The networks are handling the other 
part.) 

“I always make my own dressing, 
like my mother taught me." 

Keelan's secret ingredient to the 
perfect dressing is dried out (not mol- 
dy!) bread. She does this by storing 
several slices in an open brown bag. 

Another way to simplify the cook’s 
work is to select recipes that can be 
partially or completely prepared in 
advance. One of Keelan’s favorites is 
a concoction known as freezer salad. 
The recipe serves a large group of 
people, and as the name implies, it 
can be stored in the freezer. See how 
simple? Prepared with cabbage, the 
salad makes an interesting change 
for the Thanksgiving table. 

Another option that can be pre- 
pared earlier is quick breads. Most 
recipes recommend storing the loaf at 
least one day to improve flavor. 
Keelan included a quick bread recipe 
among her favorites below. 

Next, when planning to serve a 
large meal, opt for simple dishes. 

“My family always likes it plain 
and simple," Keelan said. 

Examples for Thanksgiving in- 
clude winter squashes such as butter- 
nut or acorn. These dishes can be 
baked like potatoes. 

Finally, a wise planner enlists the 
help of others. Keelan said she often 
puts one of her sons to work in the 
kitchen. 

The recipes Keelan offered can be 
used for Thanksgiving or for any 
gathering. She admitted Pork Chop 
Suey is not a traditional holiday meal, 
but it is one of her favorite recipes. 
Another sign of a good organizer-flex- 
ibility. 


Dressing 

turkey 


for a 1 2-pound 


15 slices bread, dried in advance 

1 medium onion, chopped 

2 cups celery, chopped finely 

Salt and pepper to taste 

3 tablespoons melted Oleo 

1 tablespoon sage 

Wet bread slightly with water or 
milk and crumble into a bowl. Add 
onion, celery and spices. Moisten 
mixture with melted Oieo (or butter).

Pineapple zucchini bread 

3 eggs 

1 cup salad oil 

2 cups sugar 

2 teaspoons vanilla 

2 cups coarsely shredded zucchini 
1 B 1 /4-ounce can crushed pineap- 
ple, well-drained 

3 cups all-purpose unsifted flour 

1 cup finely shredded walnuts 

2 teaspoons baking soda 
1 teaspoon salt 

1/2 teaspoon baking powder 
1 1/2 teaspoons cinnamon 
3/4 teaspoon nutmeg 

Beat eggs to blend. Add salad oil, 
sugar and vanilla. Continue beating 
mixture with a spoon until thick and 
foamy. Stir in zucchini and crushed 
pineapple. Combine flour, soda, salt, 
baking powder, cinnamon, nutmeg 
and walnuts. Stir gently into zucchini 
mixture just until blended. Divide 
batter equally between two greased 
and floured five- by nine-inch loaf 
pans. Bake in a 350 degree oven for an 
hour or until a toothpick comes out 
clean. Cool in pans 10 minutes. Turn 
out on wire rack to cool thoroughly 
Makes two loaves.

1 pound lean pork steak 
1 cup sliced celery 

3 tablespoons soy sauce 

1 teaspoon Accent

3 tablespoons corn starch 

1 cup drained mushrooms, reserve 
1/4 cup liquid 

1 cup Chinese vegetables, drained 
3 cups chow mein noodles 


Cut meat into bite-size pieces.

Romulus’ Dan Henry 
coach of the year

What's it take to be a 
winner? 

Ask Dan Henry, he knows. 

The first-year Romulus 
head football coach has had 
a string of successes: At 
Bishop Borgess, in the Cen- 
tral Division of the tough 
Catholic League; as assis- 
tant coach at Wayne Memo- 
rial and Westland John 
Glenn. 

And now at Romulus High. 

The 37 -year-old Henry cre- 
dits his devotion to the sport 
and to coaching to “some 
outstanding coaches* 1 who 
instilled in him “that there is 
no substitution for hard 
work.’* 

Former Belleville and 
Glenn coach, Lloyd Carr, 


now an assistant to Bo 
Schembechler at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, was 
among Henry's tutors. 

Henry's credos are 
obviously paying off. He has 
turned the football program 
around at Romulus. Teams 
that considered Romulus 
easy pickings discovered 
just the opposite this season. 
The Eagles won their first 
South Central Conference 
game in three years and 
came within one victory (4-5) 
of a break-even year. 

“The kids, l believe, were 
sick and tired of being killed 
by their opponents, so they 
decided to do something ab- 
out it/' Henry said. 

That something was “to 
work hard and put in the 
time/ 1 

Time and hard work paid 
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Coach of the Year 
Dan Henry 

off for the Eagles, who 
earned respect from non-and 
conference rivals alike. 
During his three-year stint 
as head coach with Borgess, 
Henry chalked up a 15-14

Versatility is the key to the 
Associated Newspapers' 1989 
All-Area high school football 
team. 

To get there, candidates 
showed they can handle more 
than one position. 

Like a 1 1 - s t a t e r Tyrone 
Wheatley, of Robichaud fame. 
A natural running back who 
has phenomenal speed. A natu- 
ral halfback, right Right. 

But most of the season, the 
Robichaud junior carried the 
Bulldogs at quarterback. And 
he did a superb job doing it, 

Right down the line you could 
shuffle the 24 new inductees to 
the elite club into just about 
any position and few would 
know' that it wasn't their forte. 

Among the chosen this year 
include: Chris Jones, Romu- 
lus' outstanding quarterback 
and his teammate and favorite 
receiver, flanker Virgil Davis. 
The backfield also needed a 
strong blocker and fitting that 
suite is Shaw n Taylor who, like 
a comet, also likes to fly 
through enemy space. 

Belleville's Ron Hunter, who 
has followed his older brother. 
Kevin, into the All -Area Hall of 
Fame, has nailed down one of 
the end spots, while Tim Kosi- 
kowski (Romulus) was picked 
for split end. 

The tackles on offense are 
Anthony Martinez (Belleville) 


and Brian Gulliver (Bellevil- 
le). The guards are rugged 
Jason Clark of Belleville and 
unbeatable Carl Selman from 
Robichaud. Alongside Selman 
is his teammate Paul Brannan, 
who anchors the line at center 
Here is a brief summary of 


each nominee's accomplish- 
ment during the recently con- 
cluded season: 

WHEATLEY, a 6-1, 201 junior, 
was switched to QB after the 
Bulldogs dropped their first 
two games, and the 1088 Class 
B state long jump and 100-yard 


dash champ.responded by 
leading the Bulldogs to five of 
six league victories. Named 
all - conference, Wheatley 
scored 12 TDs and passed for 
two, He rushed for 568 yards 
and connected on 13 of 45 pas- 
ses for an additional 239 yards. 


He also returned kickoffs for 
TDs of 60 and 82 yards and ran 
one punt back for a 60-yarder. 

“I don't think there is a ma- 
jor college in the U.S, that isn't 
interested in him," said 
Robichaud coach Bob Yauek 
“And he still has a year to go." 

JONES, considered one of the 
finest QBs at the Wolverine 
(University of Michigan) camp 
last summer, continued his 
dazzling performance at 
Romulus. He broke all kinds of 
records, compiled a record 
1,499 yards and 12 touchdowns. 
Jones completed 57 percent of 
his passes, 

“Chris has wanted to play 
quarterback all of his life, and 
when he received that oppor- 
tunity he didn't falter,” said 
Coach Dan Henry, “Also, that 
total ( l ,499) is quite a lot of yards 
for a kid who didn't previously 
play in that position. 

DAVIS was on the receiving 
end of most of Jones's missiles. 
The 5-9, 150-pound senior flank- 
er nabbed 59 catches for 670 
yards and eight touchdowns. 
He finished with 907 all- 
purpose yards, 

“Virgil was the most consis- 
tent - the player we went to 
when we knew we needed yar- 
dage,” Henry said. 

TAYLOR, a victim of an in- 
jury that kept him sidelined for 
three games, amassed 245 
yards for the Bulldogs in his 45 
carries, which included four 
TDs. He also had a pair of two- 


point conversions, 

“You can only speculate 
what Shawn would have 
accomplished if he had not 
been hurt but, even so, SAC 
coaches picked him for all- 
conference recognition,’' 
Yauek said. 

HUNTER, a tough 6-2, 190- 
pound junior, is loaded with 
athletic ability that helped the 
Belleville Tigers salvage a re- 
spectable season, despite the 
adversity. (Voters in the school 
district turned down a miilage 
request, therefore, athletes 
were asked to chip in $250 each 
to defray the costs of sports 
programs.) Ron was on the 
playing field most of the time, 
doubling as a linebacker where 
he was credited with 34 tackles 
and a fumble recovery. 

KOSIKOWSKI is no stranger 
to All-Area teams. He made it 
in wrestling as well. An unself- 
ish athlete, the 6-0, 155-pound 
split receiver caught 30 passes 
for 437 yards this season. He 
also played free safety for the 
Eagles. 

Kosikowski and Davis were 
named to the South Central 
Conference's all-league first 
string. 

“When you have players like 
Tim, Virgil and Jones on a 
team, it makes coaching just a 
bit easier,” Henry noted. 

WRIGHT, a 6-1, 260-pound 
junior, could become the best

attempted to run on his side of 
the line.
